(Previously presented): A tablet according to claim 20 wherein sustained release particles 
are mixed with the delayed release coated particles. 

(Previously presented): A tablet aixording to claim 20 wherein hnmediate lelease 
particles are mixed with die delayed release coated particles. 

Claim 27. (Previously presented): A tablet according to claim 20 wherein the delayed release coated 
particles are further coated with a layer containing the active substance. 

Claim 28. (Previously presented): A tablet according to clahn 20 comprising one or more layers 
containing the delayed release particles in the rapidly disintegrating nuurix and one or moie layers 
containing the active substance in an immediate release matrix. 

Claim 29. (Previously presented): A delayed release coated core according to Claim 3, said core 
fufther containing a pbarmaceutzcally acceptable organic acid. 
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Claim 30. (Previously presented): A delayed release coated core according to clairo 4, said core
